BROAD BEANS. 

French— F^ves de Marais. 

The Cultivation of Broad Beans.— Early Mazagan and Dwarf Fan Beans may be planted in November, and a second sowing made in 
February, the rows being about 15 in. apart ; to be followed by the Long-Podded and Windsor varieties to secure a succession. The later sorts 
should be about 6 in. from plant to plant, and 3 ft. from row to row. This crop succeeds best on deep rich soil in an exposed position. On light 
and dry soils it generally gets attacked by the black blight and spoils. When the points suffer from this pest it becomes imperative to pinch 
them out and burn them.

SALAD PLANTS. 

Everyone should enjoy the pleasure of salad several days a week, at all events during the summer season, with but trifling expense. It is 
a wholesome addition to more substantial diet, rendering it grateful to the palate, and it is a pity that it is so rarely brought to the average table. 
We enumerate a few (some almost unknown), with cultivation notes.

541 American Land Cress may be sown at any time during 
spring and summer out of doors. It is a useful variety, tasting 
something like Watercress.

432 Celeriac, Carters Improved (or Turnip-rooted Celery).— 
Pure white root, refined flavour. It is now becoming popular 
in this country. Seeds should be sown in pans in March, and 
the plants set out in shallow trenches to mature.

1300 Chervil is used for seasoning soups and mixing in salads. It 
• is grown from seed sown in spring and in summer for succes- 

sional crops. The soil should be rich and light, and the bed 
4^ ft. wide, with an alley on each side. Sow seed in shallow 
drills across the bed, 9 in. apart, and rake over the surface. 
When the leaves have grown an inch or two, cut off for use as 
required.

548 Chicory. — The majority of people know Chicory as an 
adulterant of Coffee, but few are aware of the part it plays in the 
salad bowl, to which it adds a pleasing flavour. Chicory is so 
easily grown and so useful, that it should receive more attention 
from amateurs who desire to grow salads. This plant is sown 
in late spring in the open ground, and thinned out to about a 
foot apart to grow through the summer, well watered in dry 
weather. With the change to a colder season, the leaves decay 
and nearly all drop off. The roots are then lifted, and a few at 
a time placed in boxes of rich sandy soil, leaving crown well 
above the surface. After a good watering these boxes are 
stored in a perfectly dark place, and in a few weeks, according 
to the heat, some nicely blanched leaves will be fit to gather. 
More roots, kept in a cool place until wanted for bringing along 
in heat, may be similarly treated. Pkt., -/ 6 

1319 Whitloef is a distant variety of Chicory largely grown in the 
suburbs of Brussels, and chiefly noted for the quality of its 
leaves. Per pkt., -1 6 

Chives is a hardy perennial found in rocky pastures. It is 
grown in gardens for its leaves, as a substitute for early onions. 
Propagate by dividing the roots into clumps in spring and 
autumn, and plant from 8 to 12 in. apart. The leaves to be tender 
and succulent should be often cut. Plants each -/ 6 

1301 Corn Salad or Lamb’s Lettuce.— This is a hardy 

annual, and is in great demand as a salad plant on the Continent. 
In France it is preferred, admired, and relished in winter and 
spring, instead of Lettuce, but not nearly so highly appreciated 
in Britain as it deserves. But when Endive is scarce Corn Salad 
is of great service, and for early use should be sown in frames 
or in boxes and placed in slight heat. For summer use it may 
go on the border or in lines in a sunny spot, amongst the 
ordinary low-growing vegetables.

This plant is both a dwarf and a climber, and very 
ornamental as well as useful. The flowers are often used in 
salads, occasionally for decorating, and the leaves and young 
green plants are frequently pickled.

Purslain is a succulent plant and raised from seed, which may 
be sown in light garden soil in March on a warm sheltered 
border in a bed, and attended to in the same way as for Chervil. 
See Herbs above.

1311 Rampion.— A plant producing a spindle-shaped root of light 
colour and of agreeable flavour. It may be raised from seed if 
sown in a bed in an open warm aspect, and in soil of a rich 
compost, of a light open texture. Water well in dry weather. 
Should the season prove mild, the plants will be ready for use in 
November. Per pkt., -/6 

Shallots.— The Shallot is much in favour as a relish for soups 
and for pickling. Offsets are often planted in the autumn, but 
the main crop is usually got in early in the year. The bulbs 
maybe planted at any suitable time during this period, 12 in. 
between each row, and 6 in. from set to set. The bulbs should 
be firmly pressed in just beneath the surface of the soil, 
and here they remain. As the growth matures in the spring, 
gently draw away the soil round the bulbs when they have 
become established, and if they look sickly, apply soot to the 
surface soil for maggots, and use the hoe for weeds. Lift, dry, 
and store crop as soon as ready, probably the end of June.

T HE prominence we have given to our Trade Mark “ Tested Seeds ” over so long a period 
has repeatedly given rise to the question, “What do you mean by Tested Seeds?” 
Believing that the raising, growing, testing, &c., of Seeds will be a matter of interest to 
our Customers, we take this opportunity of giving an illustrated explanation of some of 
the methods that were employed leading up to the introduction to the gardening world of 
such well-known Peas as Telephone, Stratagem, Daisy, Michaelmas, Mayflower, 
Harvestman, International, Quite Content, Market Gardener, Giant Lightning, &c., tire., 
a process which frequently involves seven to eight years of patient observation and labour before a 
new introduction can be placed with confidence before the attention of our Customers. 

We have selected culinary Peas as our illustration because they are more easily identified in a 
photograph, but analogous methods have to be pursued in the improvement of all varieties of 
Vegetables and Flowers, a work which we have made — and still continue to make — a special feature 

of our business. Indeed, it is now a matter of history that 
our House has been responsible for some of the most 
important improvements in Vegetables and Flowers far 
too numerous to mention here. 

Let us assume that one of our Experts has observed 
a promising seedling, produced from cross-fertilisation the 
previous year in our experimental grounds ; its merits and 
characteristics are carefully noted in our Garden Registers. 
Possibly it may produce an extraordinarily large pod, like 
Quite Content, or it may be earlier, later, taller, more 
prolific and compact, &c., than any other variety shown in 
our comparative trials to be in commerce. 




First Test on specially prepared paper. 



The produce of the plant is then carefully harvested and sown the following spring, when it 
again goes through the same routine, may be for six or seven years, to secure constancy and 
fixation of its special characteristics ; the produce by this time may have increased to several 
bushels, when it is ready to be sown for a crop. 

Ground that is particularly suited to the variety 
is carefully selected, and the Seed is sown. In 
the early summer, when the plants are in maturity, 
our Experts, who have watched the character of 
the Pea ever since it was a seedling in our experi- 
mental grounds, examine every plant, eliminating 
any that show a weakness or lack of uniformity ; 
the crop is then harvested, stacked and threshed, 
and eventually comes to our warehouse to be 
cleaned, hand-picked, and finally tested for germi- 
nation. The subsequent processes of testing, &c., 
we have pleasure in illustrating with notes on the

Number ten is familiarly called in our warehouse the “Dreadnought,” and stands sixteen 
feet in height. 

No weed, however nimble, or light seed can possibly escape its vigilance; it is fed by an 
electric elevator, and its duties are exacting. 

In the first instance the seed travels into a large drum at the top of the machine and is 
brushed by rapidly revolving specially prepared lambs’ skins, all small portions of husk and earth 
that may adhere to the seeds at the time of harvesting being removed. The seed then descends 
by gravitation (when all dirt, dust, and light seeds are drawn away by forced draught) on to sieves 
which, by an eccentric movement, take out all the “smalls.” The whole combination is driven 
by a powerful electric motor, which also gathers the dust from and around the machine by suction, 
ready to be carted away and destroyed. 

The Peas are now cleaned and graded, but some are stained or injured by inclement weather or by 
the attacks of insects, which probably weakens their germination ; these must be picked out by hand.

the mixtures without rye grasses are intended for very light soils or special purposes.

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Please quote the mixture number when ordering, so that we can at once know the 
mixture and quality required, and to state plainly the purpose for which the seed is required, 
viz., for renovating old turf or sowing a new lawn or green. 

IVhcit is the nature of the soil: heavy, medium, or light? Purpose for xvhich 
the lawn is required .— If the seed is required for a new lawn, send a sample of soil 
and a sample of the existing turf if it is required for renovating. Is the ground in good 
heart ? Do you intend to manure the ground ? If so, can you procure any well-rotted 
farm or stable manure ? Is the ground well drained ? Is water laid on ? Quality of seed 
required. Our Silloth Turf Mixture is the last word in grass seed mixtures, and it 
should only be sown on light to medium soils which have been well prepared, cleaned, 
fertilised, and the purchaser is prepared to clean, weed, and free the young land from 
any coarse grasses that may be in the soil and come up. All soil contains a quantity of 
seeds of weeds and volunteer grasses, and in consequence all sown lawns should be 
carefully weeded in the following way: — As soon as the weeds show up, procure a plank 
9 to 12 in. wide and as many feet long, and place it along the edge of the plot, and whilst 
standing on it, pull out all the weeds within reach, then get off the plank, roll it over 
and proceed as before. 

HOW TO SOW GRASS SEED. 

In order to facilitate even sowing, divide the ground into squares measuring 
-1 yards each way, and containing 16 square yards ( sec diagram) . 

QUANTITY OF SEED REQUIRED. 

For a new lawn allow 1 oz. of seed per square yard, or 1 lb. per square containing 
16 square yards. For renovating old turf, sow at the average rate of £ to 4 oz. per square 
yard, or £ to £ lb. per square containing 16 square yards, according to the existing state of 
the turf. 



IIOW TO FIND OUT THE QUANTITY OF GRASS (SEED REQUIRED. 

For a New Lawn .— Multiply the length of the plot by its width in yards and divide by 16. This will give the number of lbs. of seed 
required for sowing a new lawn. 

For renovating. Divide the quantity calculated as above by 2 for a £-oz. sowing or by 4 for a £-oz. sowing. 

A bushel of seed weighs 25 lbs., and is sufficient to sow a new lawn containing 400 square yards, and to renovate a lawn containing 800 to 
1,600 square yards, according to the existing state of the turf.

They should be pricked out 
into boxes as soon as they are large enough to handle, and still 
kept in frames. As growth is very rapid, they should be potted 
into (iO's pots as soon as possible, repeating this operation as 
soon as the pots are full of roots, into 48's. The soil for this 
potting should be two parts loam, one part sifted leaf mould, 
and a good addition of sand, while a little crushed brick or old 
mortar rubble is very helpful. A cool pit or frame is the very best 
place until November, when the plants may be placed on a shelf 
in a cold house, and not kept too moist, as damping is very 
liable during the dull months. As soon as the buds are seen 
pushing upward, a very slight feeding of manure may be given 
and also a warmer atmosphere. Keep 
all dead leaves picked off. and at all 
seasons watering must be done with 
the greatest care.
